THE CANVASS AND THK ELEC 


TOKS. 


The Republican Convention meets 


in Hnn Francisco tliif week to nom- 
inate ca^idiJates for elector?. This 
being (l(/ar, the cnnvuss will have 
been fairly inaugurated in this State. 
80 far as \vo can learn the best in- 
formed Democrats are not sanguine 
about carrs ing their ticket either in 
California or in a majoritr of tho 
States. But for all that the contest 
•will bo a close one. 


A very largo proportion of Ger- 


man voters will support the Repub- 
lican ticket—(: uite as largo a pro- 
portion as in former times. The In- 
dependents will stand by the ticket 
as the only on which promises any 
substantial reform. These are strong 
indications that the country is not 
willing at present to accept the rnle 
of the Democratic party which has 
not essentially changed since the 
oloso of Buchanan's administration. 
There has been no substantial re- 
form in tliis party. After sixteen years 
of adversity it conies before the peo- 
ple asking a vote 
of confidence, 


but with a record so bad that con- 
fidujce is next to impossible. 


Moreover, the Democratic party 


in this Str.ie is in power. Yet the 
last Legislature was one of the most 
corrnpt ever known in the history of 
the Slate. >tore bad legislation was 
initiated than had been known in a 
long time before. 
Much of this 


was defeated V>y a Governor who was 
compelled to stand between the peo-! 
pie and political 
corruptionista. 


The legislative delegation aent up 
from Ban Francisco was one of the 
•worst which had ever cursed that 
city. It was probably matched only 
by one from the same city during 
Governor Haight's administration. 
Both Irwin and Haight were com- 
pelled to strangle the legislation of 
political thieves. If, at the adjourn- 
msut of the last Legislature, a fresh 
election in California had occurred, 
the State would have given a Repub- 
lican majority of 19,000. 
That is 


the drift in this State now. 
If the 


people had some reason to lie dis- 
satisfied witli Republican manage- 
ment, they had much more reason 
to be dissatisfied with Democratic 
rnle. The change was an experiment 
and a failure.

selfish. We want more population, 
more 
money, 
more 
business, 


more consumers, more large towns, 
and a still greater measure of pros- 
perity. The immigrant comes be- 
cause he expects to better his con- 
dition. 
We encourage him be- 


cause we expects to better, in an 
neideutal wayy our condition. But 
so far as we can see, thsre is just 
now not another State in the Union 
which offers so hopeful an asylum 
:o the immigrant as California.

At least, that is tho opinion 
of those who have paid most atten- 
tion to it. 


There have been a few cases in Oak-

There is a 
great deal of prejudice against vac- 
cination. A part of this is well 
founded.

other is dangerous and is discarded 
try many puysiciiiua. In somo of 
the continental cities of Europe it is 
not Allowed, Bovino virus only is 
used, tho matter being taken fresh 
from a heifer and is never filtered 
through a thousand human system?. 
All the best physicians here hold 
v.Uis to be the better practice. It is

Tho other practice is not safe 


by a loi.X *'ay- Diseases far worse 
than the s,'Y>all-poz hoT8 been dis- 
seminated by vaccine virus taken 
from unhealthy snoots. It is not 
only the right, but the «lutr of avery 
person, vrhen about to bo vaccinated, 
to know for himself that the Tims 
has been taken directly from the1 


kind. If ho finds the fact to be 
otherwise, ho had better take the 
risks of small-pox than to ran the 
risk of even more fatal diseases. 


There has beam considerable spec- 


ulation o£ late a* to Low the disease 
w»s introduced in San Francisco. 
There have been sporadic evsos in 
thai city for a Jong time. It was 
only necessary that there should be 
a condition --f intolerable filth and a 
negligence of all sanitary precau- 
tions to insure an epidemic. In 
oriental countries the plague comes to 
sconrgc the inhabitants who tolarate 
Ulth.
